1. The report mentions Barna GY?R5Tf as chief of an experimental 
station of the Laboratory of Bacteriology of the National Institute of 
Chemistry at Budakeszl. As an Interesting coincidence. It happens that he is 
the same man about whom I spoke with you on my last trip to Vienna, stating 
that he could be approached and used in oar work. 

I know Barna GyBhFPY personally, as well as his father and two 
sisters, one of whom 1b currently living in the United States at Beer Lodge, 
Montana, the other is still in Salzburg waiting for her U. S. visa. The 
latter is also a chemical engineer, and she keeps me up-to-date in general 
terms with the activities of her tether Barna. I have known the family for 
several years and am convinced that they are strongly anti-communists. Barna 
was advised by me personally to return to Hungary in 1945. He is particularly 
apt to give the appearance of a shy, unassuming, modest ivory t owe with no 
political interest, although he indicated to me as early as 1945 his intense 
hatred for Communism. 

Last year he was sent to Sweden on a scientific mission. Prom 
Sweden he wrote a letter to his sister Sara, living in the United States, in- 
dicating that he would not remain in Hungary and would be on the lookout for 
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an opportunity to escape with hie family. At that time he also agreed with 
her on a code c/ correspondence, which is at present not known to me. Upon 
questioning Professor VILLA.X And hie son on Subject, they said that they had 
no derogatory information on Barna GY&1TY, other than the fact he accepted 
this new post.
